Lecher confessed 
yesterday 
th a t he 
killed F erdinand M oritz, b u t claim s the 
shooting 
w as 
accidental. 
H e 
said: 
“ M oritz cam e to my house on T hursday, 
M arch 7, and said he w anted to tak e me 
w ith him to go som ew here and take 
skins off som e dead horses. 
I asked 
him when we should go; he said the next 
day. early, betw een 3 and 4 o’clock in 
th e m orning, so th a t 
the 
neighbors 
would not see us tak e th e skins. 
He 
cam e a t 3 o'clock. I harnessed up m y 
horse and we started off. I asked him 
w here we should go. He said we should 
go to N orth Greenfield, but he did not 
give me the exact place. 
N ear the 
crossing of the W auw atosa road, a t 
B aum leach’s farm , he asked me if I had 
m y revolver. I had it w ith me and told 
him so. 
As I handed it over to him 
the horse becam e frightened and the 
revolver w ent off. I finally brought the 
hcrrse to a stan d still and as it stopped 
I saw I had nearly shot M oritz dead and 
th a t he bled. I w as so frightened I did 
•not know w hat to do, so I w ent a little 
fu rth e r on and carried him out of the 
wagon. 
As I cam e back I found his 
pocketbook th a t m u st have fallen from 
his inside coat pocket. 
I picked it up 
and found $12 or $15 in It. T here w as no 
more. I did not know w h at to do, I w as 
so frightened. A t first I thought of an 
nouncing it to the police, b u t did not do 
it, as I feared th e consequences. Then 
I drove back, tu rn in g off a t about T hir­ 
ty-second street and down Cherry street 
home.'* 
The police do not believe this story, 
bu t th in k the m urder w as deliberately 
planned. The story th a t he did not rifle 
th e pockets of the dead m an is not borne 
out by th e evidence, as w hen the body 
w as discovered the clothes w ere cu t a l­ 
m ost off it and th e pockets were tu rned 
inside out. T here is a probability Loeb- 
er will save th e county the expense of a 
tria l and plead guilty, 
although 
he 
m ay face it out on .the stren g th of his 
claim of accidental shooting.
